TA Full aad True Relation of the Taviag CORK, by the Right Honorable 
che Earl of Mzlborough, Lieut: Gen. of their Majeſties Forces : Together 
with che Articles of their Surrender. 4 - 94 16g 


Aſt Night we received the joyſul News of a Surrender of Cork,- and the Perticulars of that 
Seige, Which were as followeth, | 
Oa the 20th of September 169”. the whole Fleet lent with the Earl of A74brough having 
_.-\ mzde the Coaſt of Irel-d towards Night, lay by, and nexc Morning by break of day they 
ſtood in for the Harbours Mouth. There were on each ſide two Block-houies, on each of which werg 
4. peices of Cannon, and which plarPd very warmly ; but as ſoon 2s 2 of our Friggcts had plai'd 4 
Brc a: ſide.they quitzed thoſe Forts and rua away.” About 12 at Noon che Ships cam* 25 tigh os Paſſuze , 
where was allo another Redoubt : But as ſoon as the Enemy eſpied our Men landi:g in Boats, they 
ſcoured -as hard as they could drive, Here part of our Men landed that Night, and encamped. The 
next Morning being the 22d, the reſt were 'debarqued, and began to nur.h up tuww-rds the Town, 
which was 6 Miles thence, they arrived at Night within. a Milz of ir, and there encamped. 
The 294. the Earl of Malborough ſent a Summons to the Governour to Surrender, which tic very peremp- 
torily anſwer'd, and hung out a Bloody Flag ; fcing ſeveral Guns. Bur chere being an Outwork 
which the Enemy had lately made to ſecure a Hill, which commanded the Caſtle. My Lord Aal- 
borough reſolved to attack it, it giving him ſo advantagious a Poſt ; accordingly a 1co0 Mulſqueteez s 
were detached out of the whole Body, and about 3g in the afternoon they macchcd to attack it. The 
Enemy' that wexe in it, as.foon as they ſpied our Men approaching fired on? Volley, and then ran into 
the Town. The Great Guns fired mightily, however our Men took Poſſeſſion hercof, and of rhe Hil, 
and that Night made a very good Lodgment, I he 24h they prepared Batterys on this Hill ; allo took 
Poſl:ſſion ot ſeveral Out: poſts, which were very : ect{[ary to annoy the Enemy, There was great firing 
with Muſquets 211 that day. Several Deſerters came to us out 0! the Town, giving an account, that cn 
the 2o:b 2 Regiments came into them trom Kn/a/e ; That the Garriion was 400 Krong, and that they 
ſcen'd refolved to defend it. We were alio intorn'd, that General Scravermore was 5 Miles on the 
other ſide'of the Town, with :5co Horſe and Dragoons. Thac Night our Battery was finifh*d and 
6 Cannon plac'd thereon. On the 25:h about one in the Morning, the Enemy made 3 little Sally, but 
our Men were ſo watchful that they were preſently beat in again, and abour 20 kill'd of them. About 
break of day our Gurs began to play againſt the Caſtle ; And by the advantage of this 21!! our Muſe 
vets annoyed them very much ; and about 12 at Noon our ſmall Friggots came up to the iKey with-Tide 
of Flood, and battred the Caſtle. Towards Night we covld fee ſome of the Scoucs of the Wall begin 
to ſhake down. That Night ſeveral Deſerters came to us. and intorimed us our © ation had done givar 
execution that Day ; had killd feveral, ard put them into great conſternation, The 26th by break of 
day our Guns began to batter again ;z and the Wall began to tumble dewp, fo that by Night there 
was a pretty good breach; That day 560 Horſe joyned. vs, and brought in with them a great Prey of 
Cattle. They left Monfievt Seravenzivore onthe ctherfide wit prevent any.rejeif chat might 
come. That day alſo arrived the Duke of Wirte».berg with 2 Daniſh Regiments of Foot, On the 274 
our Cannon conrinec battering, ſo that by abour 4 in the afternoon it had made a very tair Breach fir to 
enter. The1i fore at Night it was reſolved that next Moning our Men ſhould Scorm the Town : the de- 
fign being laid that 200 Grenadiers, with Hend Grenades ſhould lead the Van ; and theſe to be {:cond- 
ed with 3oo Frſileers, and then 2 Battalions of Foot to ſuſtain all in Caſe of Neceſlity. The 28:h at , 
8 in the Morning, all theſe things being diſpoſed; and the Signal upon point cfgiving : The Ene- 
my perceiving our deſig? hung out a White: Flag, and beat a Parlee : Which being agreed to they ſent an 
Officer to My Lord A#atiorough to rreat of Conditions; and that they might march out with Colours flying 
and Ball in Month : Bur that being refus'd they tfurrendred at Mercy, as by the Capitulation appears. 
On the 29:h my Lord Malb:rough entred the Town, and all things being performed according to the 
Articles, the Iriſh were made Priſoners of War ; and put under a ftrong Guard inco the Caſtle. And 
immeditely goo Horle were detached to Kin/ale, which we do not doubt but is furrendred, ſince thy 
had weakies themſelves by ſending two Regiments to Corkg. Never was ſuch Joy ſcen in a Place, when 
all the Proteſtants were releaſed, the Bells were immediately fer a ringing, and all other demonſtrations 
of Joy. There were very great Magazines and Stores found, but as yet we have not the Particulars,

They ſhall put in a ſecure place all the Arms, as welldf the Garriſon as of the Inbebirants, of what Conds« 
tion of Relic ion whatſoever. | . | 
\V. T hey ſhall gtve a juſt Arcount of the Magazines as well Amenutition as Proviſions : And the Govirnour of 
the Ciry ſhell makg a Liſt of them, ſigned with bu Hand; which ſhall be put iztto the Hands of our Commander of
